Cook, the Australian heavyweight, in

Cook put up a game fight for three | 


rounds, but the superior ring cen- 
eralship of the Frenchman, combined 
with his carefully trained condition, 
goon told. and the Australian went 
down for the count itn the fourth 
A straight left to the jaw followed 
by two crashing rights on the same 
point felled Cook, who was on one 
knee at the count of 1°, but un- 
abie to continue the battle. 

Carpentier entered the ring at 170 
pounds, 19 pounds lighter than his 
opponent, but a five-to-two favorite 
in the betting. Rinmgsice observers 
deciared he had never appeared more 
fit and had never exhibited greater 
ekil. | 

First Round Fairly Even. 

In the opening round Carpentie 
was the first to lead, scoring with 
both his left and right without a re- 
turn. Cook tried for a right swing 
but missed. Considerable infighting 
followed in which neither man had 
any marked advantage. Cook took a 
savage blow on the ribs, but himself 
scored weil toward the close of the 
round. 

Both men sparred 
the beginning of the second round 
Carpentier landed a left hook to the 
jaw and easily evaded an attempt at 
a counter. The Australian had the 
better of the infighting. which en- 
sued and twice sent home hard lefts 
which surprised Carpentier, who 
continually failed to find openings 
for his right. 

Up to the third round the bout 
appeared to be going in favor of the 
Australian In the third Carpentier 
landed a light left to the chin, but at 
close quarters Cook fought hard 
Carpentier’s best work seemed to be 
at lang range. Near the end of the 
round the Frenchman scored wel! 
with lefts and rights to the head and 
body, and it was easi'y his round 

The Australian cauecht Carpentier 
with a blow to the jaw after the bell 
had sounded and was cautioned by 
the referee. 

Early in the fourth round the 
*‘‘ghting was mostly at close quarters 
varpentier twice landed lefts to the 
head, and Cook scored to the chin 
The Australian then rushed Carpen- 
tier, but only to meet with a straigh' 
left to the jaw and two rights to the 
same place, which ended the bout.

QMEONE asked me the other 
day what I considered the 
ideal water hole in America 

That was an interesting ques- 
tion in as much as there are hun- 
dreds of water holes in this coun- 
try But perhaps I should ex- 
plain to those who golf but littie 
that by a water-hole one means & 
golf hole with a water hazard 
which furnishes many a chance 
for extra shots. 

There is something about a Wwa- 
ter hole that sticks in one’s mem- 
ory. and I think every golfer wili 
agree that on all the courses he 
has played he remembers the 
water hole the best. Perhaps ons 
of the aids to memory is a cer- 
tain beauty, or picturesque qual- 
ity. I know that I have found 
that so. Water used for hazards 
is usually still-eurfaced, and be- 
speaks the quiet of the country. 
The top is like a mirror, reflecting 
the trees bending above it and the 
birds winging their flight over it. 

we Courses. 

Thousands of dollars have been 
spent in improving the forsaken 
water areas of mid-Western coun- 
The eourses laid out along- 
side seas and lakes seldom have 
water between the golfer and the 
hole. Some time, however. 
water hazard is a brook or run- 
ing stream. Who can forget the 
sight from the high tees at Slee;v 
Hollow, New York, as one looks 
out onto the Hudson? or the view 
of the Pacific Ocean from the new 
course at Del Monte, Cal., or Lake 
Ontario from the Toronto Golf 
“lub? Lake Michigan on its 
weirdest days from Lincoln Park” 
And hundreds of other beautiful 
sights of water and golfing land? 

I remember being caught and so 
transfixed by the view from the 
eleventh tee at Sandwich, En- 
gland, that I did not realize that 
my ti: had 1e to play! Myr 
oppon had gone ut in 31 
in an 18-hole match. and some- 
where, 3000 miles away, was 
home’ 

I have never quite believed in 
the fairness of the penalty for gct- 
ting into a water hole. The loss
